After reviewing the request, the Department is unable to provide you with the requested 
records. The basis for this denial is Tenn. Code Ann. § 10-7-503(a)(2)(A), which states that: 

All state, county and municipal records shall, at all times during business hours, 
which for public hospitals shall be during the business hours of their administrative 
offices, be open for personal inspection by any citizen of this state, and those in 
charge of the records shall not refuse such right of inspection to any citizen, unless 
otherwise provided by state law. 

[emphasis added], See also McBurney v. Young . 133 S.Ct. 1709, 81 USLW 4276 (U.S. 
Supreme Court April 29, 2013). In the event that you are a Tennessee citizen, please submit proof of 
your Tennessee citizenship (i.e. a copy of your driver license). 

Additionally, your request is denied pursuant to Departmental Rule 1340-09-01.05(1 )(b)(2)(ll) 
since your request is not described with sufficient specificity to identify which records you are 
seeking. As a courtesy, this letter is to inform you that this Department does not have a database or 
other query-able format containing the information you are requesting. This Department would only 
serve as the custodian of records for search warrants issued by the Tennessee Flighway Patrol. You 
would need to contact any other law enforcement agency for whichever search warrants you are 
searching. Additionally, you will need to contact any court or other judicial agencies for search 
warrants and any related information that they might have. 


Due to the potentially large volume of documents and expense relating to producing such 
documents, including redacting information not for public inspection and other confidential 
information, there will be a considerable cost associated with your request. Please provide this 
Office with further information and submit a new public records request.
